THE FAMILY DOCTOR

Of all t lie maladies to which human flesh
is heir, none is so alarmingly prevalent
and so difficult to overcome as tuber-
culosis. No locality is exempt, no race is
Illumine. The Indian and negro races are
especially susceptible td it, while the na-
tives of the liijrh altitudes of the Alps and
Andes suffer lcast. It is especially preva-
lent in crowded cities, where every facility
fonts dlsseminatiou exists. Measures are
being taken to stamp out tlie disease as
rapidly as possible by making it unlaw-
ful for any one to expectorate in a public
place, anil by placing tuberculosis among
tlie infectious diseases to be controlled
by the boards of health. In tlie treatment
of this malady the direct application of
medicine to the seat of disease together
with good food, tonics, sunshine and
fresli air give the best results.

When the ludr follicles atrophy there is
no way of slopping the falling out of tlie
hair. If it is due to dandruff it can be
remedied by washingthe scalp with tincture
of greensotp, 3 ounces, bay rum, 1 ounce,
and 10 drops of oil of lavender. Dry and

apply tea drop of cantor oil and two drops
tincture cantharides.

Motorman I have a bad case of catarrh
of the head. My nose is usually dry and
crusty. Ciinnot smell very well, unless I
first use salt water spray.

You have atrophic rhinitis, and should
receive special treatment. In meantime,
keep parts clean with a solution or boracic
acid, 20 grains; glycerine, 1 dram;

1 ounce; tincture of kino, 2 dram,
and distilled water enough to make 3

ounces. Lubricate with vaseline, 1 ounce;
menthol, 3 grains.

W. IT. B. I have used one bottle of
prescription published n few weeks ago,
and find it has helped me considerably.
Shall I continue to take it, and how long?

If you aie feeling quite well you can
discontinue its use. If not, continue to
take it a while longer: As to the other
symptoms you give I could not recommend
treatment without an examlnatioa. Your

Company, will not be renewed on June
?0, when it expires. The bucket shops
have been a thorn in the flesh of the
stock exchange for a long time past, and
have rankled more and more this past
winter.

It is said to be a fact Hint the former
customers of the commission houses, mem-
bers of the exchange, are to a lare extent
doing their business now witli the bucket
shops, and that in reality the stock ex-

change business is being cut all to pieces
and will soon almost have vani-he- d alto-
gether. The Western Union Company,
through the Gold and Stock Company, the
governing committee of the stock exchange
asserts, has persisted in supplying the
bucket shops or the country with quota-
tions over the tickers controlled by the
Gold and Stock Company.

It Is also asserted by the stock exchange
that at the same time the ticker quota-tlou- i

are furnished the proprietors of the
bucket shops are also furnished an express
telegraph service, giving them an ad-

vantage of two or three minutes over their
customers. Asthebucketshops executeno
orders, but take the trade, they have an
advantage over the customers.

Whether all this is so or not, and every
trader In Washington knows nil about
this matter, it is the opinion of experts
that the stock exchange Is running up
against a pretty stiff thing, and that i t will
come outIoHr. Wall street isvery cynical.
If it will ever occur that anyone desiring
the ticker service need be without it there
seems no waj-- to prevent it. However
the effect on Western Union stock will
probably be bad for a short time, traders
ay.
